After the conclusion of - the 
Treaty of Tiaitsin; thie Chinese Govern- 
ment commenced without delay to whittle 
down‘the value of its provisions ‘by the 
impouition of fresh and illegal inland duties 
and hy placing ull possible obstructions 
in the way of trade with the interior, while 
even the Maritime Customs were recently in- 
atructoil to make regulations that neutralised 
the yalno of the right to tde on the Inland 
Waters of China, ouly gained after prolonged 
negotiations and as compensation for many 
wrongs suffered ond injuries unrédressed, 
Indeed, the histury of Treaty, relations with 
China may be summed up ‘as one long: 
struggle to securo the recognition of Treaty 
rights. In no other country. in the” world, 
we imagine, bas such'a continuous fight had, 
to be made against bad faith, corruption, 
trickery, and -evasion, In none, probably, 
have valuable rights been lost and oppor- 
tunities wasted to such an extent by want 
of perseverance and energy in dealing with 
this official obstruction and bad faith as in 
the Central Kingdom. *

Tue action of the Chinese Government in 
reference to the prosecution by foreigners 
of trade in the capital can only be desig- 
nated as petty ill-feeling. It seems that a 
number of foreign merchants und traders, 
encouraged so to do by the prasonea of the 
army of occupation, established hongs and 
stores outside the Legation Quarter. 
The Chinese Government, 80 soon as the 
evacuation by the foreign troops had been 
carvied out, Jost no time in addressing a 
note to the Foreign Ministers ‘calling atten- 
tion to. the existence of these firms and 
stores, and requesting that orders should be 
given to'them to re-transfer their business 
without delay to the Treaty Ports. Now 
it is quite true that Peking is not a Treaty 
Port, and. that the Chinese are within their 
righte.in refusing to allow foreign trade to 
be carried on in that sacred and odorous 
city. But, on the other band, it could do’ 
tho Chinese mandaring no harm to permit 
such trade to be carried on, and, as av 
matter of fact, a limited business in curios 
and stores ‘wns permitted before the recent 
murderous attack on the Legations. In| 


Tokyo, too, before the Treaty of 1894 with | 


Japan was concluded, by which the country 
was opened up to foreignors for trade and 
residence, foreigners were allowed to con- 
duct trade. It is rather .o remarkable 
- -gircumetance that this privilege to trade in 
Poking and reside there was not included 
in the terms of the new agreement with 
China, - We have just made a tremendous 
concession whereby payment cf the indom- 
nities will be rendered comparatively easy, 
and practically we have got almost nothing 
in return, Unless the collection -by the 
Foreign Custome collectorate of the native 
Customs ‘at.
